I. Claims 1-13, directed to a method, program and apparatus for predicting whether an 
organic compound will penetrate the blood-brain barrier, classified in class 702, subclass 
19. 

II. Claims 14-23, directed to a method and program for analyzing a compound based on a 
partitioning property and sum of hydrogen bond donors/acceptors, classified in class 
702, subclass 30. 

III. Claims 24-39, directed to a computer-readable medium and apparatus for defining a 
space, classified in class 703, subclass 2. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

None of the Groups is related. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the method 
and/or devices of each Group are directed to different results and recite different method steps 
or functional limitations. The apparatus/device of any one Group is not limited to be capable of 
use, or to be one used in, the method of any other Group. The method of Group I recites 
different method steps than the method of Group II and would be expected to produce different 
results. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. Further, because these inventions are distinct for the reasons 
given above and the search required for any one Group is not required for any other Group, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
